LET THE PFOPLE SPEAK, 


Premiec Roblin took the first step 
toward the fulfilment of the policy 
of provincial erpansion which has been 
the pet theme of his government for 
some time by introducing in the Mani- 
toba legislature the resolution. repro- 
duced elsewhere in these columns, fav- 
oring the extension of the provincial 
boundaries to include portions of 
AsGiniboiyy and Saskutichewaf all 
northward! to Hudsoin’s Bay 

The preamble of the resolution re- 
fers to the superior educational, com- 
mercial, benevolent and charitable ad- 
vantages possessed by Manitoba as 
compared to the Territories und con- 
cludes by the appointment of a com- 
mittee to investigate the best means 
by which the desired extension may be 
secured. The committee is given the 
power of adopting such means toward 
this end as may be deemed expedient 
and suthority to confer with the Do- 
minion and Territorial governments 
and such other persons or committee 
of persons as may he thought advis- 
able. 

The desire to increase the boundar- 
jes of the province lies entirely within 
the range of the rights of Manitoba 
and the appointment of a committee 
to devise a means for realising that 
desire is the undisputed privilege of 
the Manitoba legislature. 

It may be permissable, however, to 
remark that the deciding voice in the 
alternative should be neither a man- 
date from Ottawa nor a concession 
from Regina. The only body 
possessing the right of final decision 
in the matter is the electorate of the 
territory in consideration, 


The administration which manifests | 


such a delicate deference to public 
opinion, as to require a mandate from 
the electors before undertaking the 
enforcement of a law already on the 
provincial roll can scarcely ignore the 
demands of common sense and inher- 
ent right by neglecting to arrange 
a plebiscite whereby the residents of 
the affected territory may pronounce 
their verdict on the annexation pro- 
position.,

IMPORTANT RAILWAY REPORT. 


A recent despaich from Montreal 
BAYS; 

“Mr. J. N. Grenshields, K. C., coun- 
eel for Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann, 
of the Oanzdia'n Northern railwajy, 
has returned from Pritish Columbia, 
where he went to interview the gov- 
eroment oi the Pacific province on 
behalf of Canada’s second trans-con- 
tinertal railway. It is understood 
that his mission has been successful in 
every particular, that the extension of 
the road from the Yellowhead pass to 
Bute Inlet is assured, and that the 
government of British Columbia will 
grant $4,000 a mile for parts of the 
road, and $4,500 for others, or a total 
amount of subsidy of $1,800,000, to- 
wether with a land grant of upwards 
of eight million acres.” 

Whi'e undue enthusiasm over the 
guarded statements of railways soli- 
citors and the  surmises 
ed on such statements is. to 
be avoided, it is most reasonable to 
suppose that the current rumors of 
favorable arrangements having been 
made between tho Pritish Columbia 
administration and the promoters of 
the Canadian Northern for the exten- 
sion of the road to a Pacific port is 
founded on fact. It is exceedingly im- 
probaple that the design of Messrs. 
Mackenzie & Mann extends no fur- 
ther than the extension of the C. N. 
R. far enough to provide a means of 
trausportation between the Territor- 
ies and the head of the Great lakes, 
A transcontinental system is cur- 
rently accepted as the dream of the 
promoters of the C. N. R. 

Aside from the common advantages 
which would accrue to all portions of 
the west by the completion of such a 
system Northern Alberta has a dis- 
tinct interest in the tapping of nor- 
{thera British Columbia by railway, 

The long railway haul necessary to 
place the produce of Alberta on the 
markets of the east reduces very ma- 
terially the price received by Alberta 
farmers for such produce. A market 
has bee found for tonsiderable quan- 
tities of grain, meats, vegetables and 
dairy produce in the mining towns of 
southern British Columbia.- The rapid 
inilux of population into the Ed- 
monton district has, however, raised 
the aggregate of our annual produce 
far beyond the demands of the Koote- 
nay mines. As a result the producers 
have been forced to accept the low 
prices offered for graan and cattle 
for shipment east. The Kootenay, 
however, is but a small portion of 
British Columbia and it is reasonable 
to suppose that prospectors will re- 
veal as valuab’e mineral deposits in 
the northera portiou of the province as 
have been found in the southern por- 
tion. Should: such expectation prove 
well founded a market would be 
found rezr at hand for a very large 
portion pf the produce of Alberta's 
farms and ranges.

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MUNICIPAL PROPOSITIONS. | 

Two by-laws of more than usual im- | 
portance were provisionally adepted 
by the municipal council on Wednes- | 
day evening and will be submitted for 
the ratification or disapproval of the 
ratepayers on the 29th inst. 

The eleztric light by-law is the out- 
come of negotiations which have been 
under sway between the council and 
the Electric Light Co. for some time. 
Early in January the directors of the 
Electric Light Co. signified their de- 
sire to meet the council and present 
to them a-froposition regarding the 
lighting plant and system. A special] 
meeting of the council was accordingly 
held on Jan. 15th. The representa- 
tives of the company present outlined 
the position of the company and pre- 
sented the suggestion of the directors. 
The company was represented as hav- 
ing invested inthe plant all the 
money they considered desirable with- 
out a continuance of the franchise. 
This had been refused them and they 
presented the alternative proposition | 
that the town invest the sum of $10,- 
000 or $15,000 and become joint pro- 
prietors with the company of the 
plant. The council were not disposed 
to fdo this and informed the directors 
that it was more desirable that an 
offer be submitted for the municipal | 
purchase of the plant outright than 
that any partnership arrangement be 
made or the franchise of the company | 
extended. , Shbsequently ‘ the fire, 
water, and light committee asked the 


plant and fixtures the town would be 
expected to purchase in the event of 
the municipality buying out the com- 
pany, At the meeting of the coun- 
cil on February 19th the same ccm- 
mittee feported having offered the 
company $12,500 for the plant, which 
had been refused. The company pre- 
sented as an alternative toa ten year's 
franchise, an offer to sell for $14,500, 
which offer was considered by the 
council and referred to the fire, water 
and light committee with instructions 
for fthem to ascertain the cost of in- 
stalling an efficient system as a muni- 
cipal undertaking, The services of Mr. 
Pym, of the General Electric Supply 
Co., were secured by the comrany and 
on Monday of last week a final offer 
tosell the system for $13,500 was made 
and provisionally adopted by the coun- 
cil. f+ 


The by-law adopted on Wednesday 
evening jprovides for the raising of 
$30,000, $13,500 to be used for the pur- 
chase of the site, plant and system of 
the company and 316,500 in extend- 
ing and altering the system. The plan 
of payment is dual, either by means of 
equal anaonal instaliments or at the 
end of twenty years, with the provision 
of ft. sinking fund. 

The waterworks and sewerage by- 
law is of longer history than its con- 
temporary. A ‘proposition to install! 
a waterworks system was meee 
last year by a party of local capital- 
ists, but the proposition was not fav- | 
orably regarded by the council. The | 
rejection of the proposition did not, 
however, occasion the passing of the 
idea and last fali Mr. Willis Chipman, 
of Toronto, was engaged to visit the 
town hed formulate plans and esti- 
mates for a system of waterworks. 
Mr. Chipman did so and submitted his 
plans fto the council some time since. 
These plans propose for the joint in- 
stallation of waterworks and sewerage 
systems, the former at a cost of $80,- 
000 and the latter to cost $60,000. The 
present by-law provides for the bor- 
rowing of the requisite sum, payable 
by either methods mentioned above, 
the duration of debentures to be forty 
years, 


It need scarcely be said that both 
propositions are of the utmost import- 
ance to the tow1 and merit the most 
careful consideration of every rate- 
payer, The full text of the by-laws 
will be rublished during the coming 
week and should be made the subject 
of careful study by aii interested in 
the we'fare of the town. A public 
meeting wili be held about the 18tb 
inst., when these matters wil! ba dis- 
cussed ‘by his worship and several 
councillors and an opportunity given 
ratepayers to express their opinions. 

Voting on the by-laws takes place 
at the council chamber on Saturday, 
March 28th, a two-thirds majority of 
the total vote polled being necessary 
to confirin each.

Ftockers and they never can makn 
good cattle out of them. 


If Manitoba was a feeding country, 
the same as Iowa and Missouri, where 
the cattle could be fed corn, why there 
would be practicaliy no difference in 
the prices of the caitie. excepting that 
the Canadians have to pay more to 
get their stock to the seaboard.

Where so many go.” 

Sad indeed was the news which was 
received on Monday, when it wes 
learned that Trooper George R. Lundy 
had died of enteric fever at Heidelberg 
hospital, Transvaal, on Feb. 15. Offi- 
cial information reached his father, 
Mr. G. T. Lundy, on Feb. 17, that this 
son was dangerously ill, and on the 
24th came the sad intimation of his 
death. On the 24th Mr. Lundy re- 
ceived a letter from George, dated at 
Langsloot, January 13. At 13.ti time 
he was perfectly well and spoke of 
having just received) his Christmas 
cake, sent by his mother. Boers were 
hovering around the camp, but beyoud 
taking aa odjl shot ai ;the sentinels, 
were giving them no trouble. Refu- 
gees were pcuring into camp daily. 

Trooper George R. Lundy was born 
April 16th, 1883, and so was scarcely 
19 years old. When volunteers were 
asked for the South African constabu- 
lary, he decided to go and serve his 
country. ‘Although hardly 18 yqurs 
old he was accepted on account of ‘his 
eiplendid physique. On arrival at 
South Africa he was allotted to troop 
14, C, Eastern division. Mostly all the 
time he has been in’ the vicinity of 
Heidelberg and Sitanderton. Gearg» 
was of a quiet, retiring disposition, of 
sterling character and a _ generous, 
good hearted young man.

At the first dogs were the only ani- 
mals in the country; now there are 
about 1,500 horses and 250 cows.

Chinese Commission Reports. 


The report of the parliamentary 
Chinese commission, consisting of 940 
pages of typewriting, was presented 
to the House of OQommons recently. 
The conclusions of the commissioners, 
which okcupy about 42 Pages, mixny 
ba briefly summed as follaws;—The 
farming community in British Col- 
umbia, excepting only the large Jand- 
owners who rent their lands to. the 
Chinese, favor exclusion. The manager
